Illustrations  of  period  furniture 
are  featured  in  the  exhibit  recently 
placed  on  fourth  floor.  The  mater¬ 
ial  in  the  display  is  from  the  Mis¬ 
souri  Museum  and  Visual  Education 
Project  of  the  W.  P.  A. 

The  majority  of  the  various  styles 
are  shown  by  a  plate  consisting  of 
several  views  of  a  chair  of  that 
period,  and  in  addition,  detail  of 
the  characteristic  motif  has  been 
added.

“Any  student  who  is  absent  with¬

The  text  books  are  furnished  by 
the,  government,  the  only  expense  to 
the  student  being  six  dollars,  for  the 
doctor’s  examination  and  nine  dol¬ 
lars  for  the  insurance,  policy,  mak¬ 
ing  a  total  cost  of  fifteen  dollars  to 
the  student.

Two  'students,  a  man  and  wpinan, 
were  ..tested  ,by  .using  respiration, 
blood  pressure,  and  -electric,  changes 
pf  the  skin  as  measurements,  and 
the  results  tabulated  after  the  tests 
point  to  the  co-eds  as  having  more 
emotional  control  than  the  men. 

Tests  of  the  two  included  the  use 
of  various  types  of  music.  Artie 
Shaw’s  “Night  Ride"  caused  the 
man’s  blood  pressure  to  rise,  res¬ 
piration  became,  rapid  and  shallow, 
and  metabolism  heightened.  With 
Ravel’s  “Bolero”,  each  period  of 
raised  tempo  brought  an  increase 
in. the.. student’s  body  temperature.
